Nosebleed Took All the Stamina Out of a New 


iVork Box~"- 


Briflgeport, Conn , Dec. 14 —There was 


much disappointment among the 2000 
admirers of boxing who g-athered at the 
Park City theater to witness the card 
arranged by th« Avon Athletic club at 
the outcome of the bout between "Mys- 
terious" Bill Smith o! Boston artd Jo'hnn.y 
Gorman of New York. It was the star | 
attraction, but owing to foul fighting by 
Gorman in the fifth round, when he re- 
sorted to wres'tling1 instead of boxing1, 
Referee "Brooklyn" Jimmy Carroll d'is- 
cjua-lified him. When German protested, 
the referee left the ring, but gave no 
further deci^on. The friends and back- 
ers of both men rushed into the ring, arid 
a war of word's ensued between the com- 
batants, each'man expressing his will- 
ingness to meet the other at any time or 
place, and their arg-uments finally lip- 
came so heated 1hat it was with diffi- 
ctilty tlie men \\ere induced to retire to 
their dressing rooms. 


Previous to the bout opening, the men 


fLgrec-d to break clean and not to strike 
in a olmch. Smifcli warmed matters from 
the first and got in telling- blows in the 
first round. He rallied matters m fh« 
second and fhiird rounds, and to avoid 
puni&hiTLent Gorman would frequently 
clinch. 


In the fourth round botfa men struck 


in a clinch, Gorman striking first and 
Smith retaliating;. Gorman claimed a 
foul, which was not allowed. Soon af- 
terwards Gorman clinch&d again and 
threw Smith, and 
TV as about to strike 


him wnile he was on the floor when the 
gong sounded. 


In the next round Gorman apparent!}7 


lost his head, and Smith landed right and 
left at will. Gorman clinched to avoid 
punishment, and immediately resorted 
to his wrestling tactics, throwing SmlMi 
and again attempting to strike him while 
down. Then the rclerce rushed in, 
separating the men and disqualifying 
Gorman. 


The curtain-raiser was a 10-round bout 


at 115 pounds between Eddie Mack of 
Trenton and George Justice of Now 
York. Both men went the limit, ar>d 
Mack, who forced the fighting was given 
the decision. 


The second bout was a 10-round go at 


catchweig-hts between Fred 'VTugrht of 
Peabody, Mass., and Billy Need'nam of 
Boston, in which Need'ham was g-iven the 
decision at the end of the 10th round.

Brockton, Mass., Dec. 14.—The pro- 


longed quiet which followed the recent 
big strike was broken Monday by what 
may result in se'iious trouble in the G. 
F. Keith Co.'s new factory here. The 
dKTicuJty is due to the price list which 
the film submitted to the men to bo 
signed for the coming year. It was cus- 
tomary in the old shop to have a schedule 
of prices agreed to, but the agreement 
for the coming year is still in thelasters' 
hands only partially signed. A similar 
plan was adopted foa- the new shop. 
Tlie men have been receiving $2.GO per 
day, and this agreement called for a 
new price list. 


The principal trouble Is claiojad to 
arise from a discrepancy in the pi lc?j Tbe- 
tween this and the old shop. 
The 


trouble started last Friday when two 
of the men were told to sign, or they 
would have to leave. 
They left, but 


returned yesterday. 
It is claimed 10 


others who refused to sign wrere dis- 
charged. 
The discharged men claim 
that the mra in the old shop have not 
signed, but support them In their fight. 


George E. Keith, the head of the firm, 


says the trouble arose from the fact 
that the union would not allow the men 
to sign the agreement, which bends them 
only in regard to prices. 
The pullers- 


on were getting three and one-quarter 
cents and the operators one and one- 
quarter cents; now the pullers-on are 
to get thre and one-half cents and oper- 
ators one cent a pair, this being a fairer 
divison, the firm claims, the amount 
paid being the same as before. 
The 


men in the old factory are umder agree- 
ment until the first of January.

The 
plaoi is to use eatherthe Chilket pass and 
the DaJton trail, or While pass, with a 
preference for the former route. The 
men assured Secretary Alger that they 
could take the locomotives up either of 
these passes, with the pofsSbility of re- 
quiring the assistance of cable power in 
one place for about halt a mile. Once 
over that place, n^ar tihe head of the 
Chilket pass, there would be no diffi- 
culty, they sa.id, in making gxiod tirrc 
across country over the snow to Port 
Selkirk and thence to Dawson.

Washington, Dec. 14 —In the senate 


yesterday Mr. Lodge made an effort 
to secure an immediate vote upon his 
immigration bili, which is substantially 
the same measure that was vetoed by 
President Cleveland. Mr Allen objected 


to an immediate vote, and suggestefl tr.at 
the final vote en the amendment and 
tho bill be taken on Monday, Jan. 17, 
This suggestion was ado-pied by Mr. 
Lodge.

ClvJI Service Law's Enemies. 


Washington, Dec. 14.—The outlook for 


changing the civil service law is being 
actively canvassed among Republican 
members of the house as a result of the 
conference Saturday night. The mem- 
bers of the special committee having the 
matter in charge are trying to so shape 
a bill that it will command the support 
of a number of divergent elements. One 
of these is the Democratic minority 
which, combined with the Republicans 
oppo&ed to the present law, would be 
stron.T enough to carry a bill. In can- 
vassing the situation it has been found 
that the Democratic members would 
favor a eon.plete repeal of the law, but 
wou'd oppose anything short of a repeal. 
As the Republican movement is not to- 
ward complete repeal, but rather for a 
modification of tho law, ther<^ appears 
to be no basis upon which the anti-civil 
service reformers of both parties can 
unite. It is claimed, hovvever, that a 
modification bill will receive the votes 
of two-tlui-da of the Republican members 
and will have a good chance of passing 
the senate and receiving the president's 
signature. 


niunt Work Hie Limit. 


Washington, Dec. 14—The appropria- 


tion committee recommends a provision 
that all errptoyes shiall be required by 
the heads of their department hereafter 
to give not less than seven hours labor 
each day except Sundays and days de- 
clared public holidays by law or execu- 
tive order, excepting the 30 days annual 
leave, cases of sick leave and leave by 
jpecial order of iheads of departments, 
stating the reason for extension of limit 
of time in each case. It aleo recom- 
mends an enactment making it unlawful 
to detail employes paid from the general 
approprial ion for the postal service from 
any branch of such service whether lo- 
cated at the seat of government or else- 
where.

are now vainly seeking it. We hold that 
no condition is satisfactory nor any 
solution complete which fails to elimi- 
nate the curse and degrading influences 
of non-employment.

Clarkson as a Journalist. 


Mr. Clarkson is best known to the coun 


try at largo as n politician and an exceed' 
ingly effective wiclctor of the official ax. 
But, in iact, his most notable work by far 
has been done m the editorial chair. As a 
journalist of the hard hitting, combative 
type he has no superior, and when he was 
in chargo of the Iowa State Register a! 
Des Moines, now publi&hed by his brother 
Richard, to whom James S. sold out 
when he camo east, tho paper was one oJ 
the best ever published in an interior city. 


Nor was its excellence confined to the 


editorial page. Its news columns were 
bright and crisp, and, above all, up to 
date. The circulation of its daily edition 
reached every town of any consequence in 
the entire state, and a record of whatever 
happened worth knowing about was to bo 
found every morning in The Register. Mr. 
Clarkson himself gave much attention to 
the news, and many of the big beats which 
won fame tor the paper resulted from 
plans laid and carried out by himself per- 
sonally. He used to put in many hours at 
the office in those days, and to see the edi- 
tor of The Register at his desk in his shirt 
sleeves late at night writi-iig furiously or 
making free use of tho blue pencil was a 
sight to inspire any young journalist. 


I do not mean unfavorably to contrast 


The Register of today with The Register 
of ten years ago. It is a strong paper now, 
as thon, but it certainly owes much of its 
present prestige and power to the impetus 
given by the man who was then its editor 
and is now about to engage in bridge 
building. 


Clarkson's literary Aspirations. 


It seoms really a pity in view of Mr. 


Clarkson's journalistic-ability and achieve 
rneiits that he has Iclt off the wielding of 
the pen, and there is no doubt that ha 
sometimes regards the matter in this light. 
And, to the present writer's knowledge, 
more thac one effort has been made to in- 
duce him to re-enter journalism since he 
left his official place in Washington. Two 
or three times he has buen upon tho verge 
of doing so, since his liking for the news- 
paper life is»quito equal to his fitness for 
it. But Mr. Clarkson's chief ambition is 
along literary lines. 


He is intensely American, and he has 


lai-d out a work of much magnitude deal- 
ing with distinctly American subjects. It 
is his hope, I am informed, to bogin 
publication at no very distant 
date. 


Should ho find time to work out his 
scheme completely tho student of Ameri- 
cana in tho broadest sense will bo furnish- 
ed with a series of volumes containing a 
vast and varied collection of new material 
—historical, ethnological, anthropological, 
biographical, anecdotal and miscellaneous 
—all gathered and edited with rare skill 
and loving care, Mr Clarkson has already 
devoted'much time and jnancy to his fell 
imposed and lascinating task, and has 
drawn upon many sources in tho old 
world, suoli as collections of rare books 
and uuiqtie manuscripts pertaining to the 
colonies in their early days, as well as 
numerous. American reservoirs of informa- 
tion, some being unknown to any person 
save himself, and many others, in the na- 
ture of things, accessible to no one else. 


Clarfcboii's Picturesque Boyhood. 


James S. Clarkson's liking for things 


journalistic and lirorary comes natural to 
him, 
i"or he may almost be said to have 


been born in a printing office. His father 
was the editor and publisher of a country 
paper in Indiana, and the boy learned to 
sot type be.iore hi» was 8 years old. The 
family movod to Iowa, however, before he 
was old enough to advance beyond the 
cases along the journalistic road, and his 
years bc'fnceii 11 and 30 were largely 
spent upon a prairie farm. 


Like the sons of most American farm- 


ers, ho had to work pretty hard much of 
the time, but because he was in a new 
country his boyhood life contained more 
of the picturesque than falls to tho lot of 
most bucolic youngsters. There w«re no 
railroads in Iowa when ClarKson was a 
boy, and ail the supplies for his father's 
farm had to be hauled in wagons many 
miles from the Mississippi river. 
It often 


fell to him to take charge of the hauling, 
and the experience he gained on those 
trips gave him unusual self reliance at an 
unusually early ase. The trip was too 
long to be accomplished in one day, nnd 
sometimes when it had to bo made in ths 
hot, dry weather of tho summer time it 
occupied three days or more, and conse- 
quently the wagoners had (o cairp at 
night, for there were then few houses of 
call along the route. 
Water is, of course, 


one of tho essentials of a cam]), and it 
was customary far teamsters going over 
theioute to make at certain points near 
springs or streams their nightly slope. 


But these points were awkwardly locat- 


ed, some being less than a day's journey 
Ipart, while others were more, and (his 
made it impossible lo u^e them wirhout 
wasting time or overworking tho teams. 
Young Chirkson had heard of artesian 
wells, and he behoved that water could be 
found at no great distance from the sur- 
face almost anywhere in Ion a. So, when 
starting out on one of his trips, long before 
the granting of a patent to any o£ the so 
called inventors o( the driven well, he 
took along with him some lengths of iron 
pipe. At tho close of his first day, instead 
of lengthening the journey by several re- 
maining miles to tho next watering plaou, 
he drove the pipe down into the soil, ex- 
actly as tho royalty grabbing "invent- 
ors" of that sort of well did later, mid, 
us he had expected, found water not many 
jeet down. After that he always made his 
camps almost wherever he chose, for he 
found by experiment that he could tap a 
•water vein most any where along the route. 
Just before he was 21 he began in jour- 


nalism, entering not through the door of 
the sanctum, but as a devil in the printing 
office of the paper which ho afterward 
controlled as chief editor.

Walter Wellman Interviews the 


Secretary of Agriculture. 


CONDITIONS 
IN 
THE 
SOUTH. 


Observations on a Eccenf Trip Through 


Alabama and Georgia—The One Crop 
Idea—Too Mucli Corn and Too Mucli Cot- 
ton—Progrefos Jn Agricultural Education. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—[Special.]—Sec- 


retary Wilson of tho agricultural depart- 
ment is n most interesting talker. When- 
ever he goes away on n trip, he kocps his 
pyis nnd t'ars open, anil on his return usu- 
al",'.- embodies hisobsvrvations in an inter- 
view or an article. His hobby is doing 
something for tho farmer. 
He believes 


tlicro is a gic.it work to be done in lifting 
up tho agricultural inteic=tb oi' this coun- 
try, and certainly no man over worlicd 
hurdur or more effectively in that cause 
than lie. Mr. Wilson lias recently returned 
from a journey to Alabama and Georgia. 
tho flist visit ho ever paid to those states, 
nnd ho kindly consented to give me tho 
result of his observations and inquiries. 


"The first thing by v.Inch I was im- 


pressed in that ivqion, " lie said "was Uie 
niimbor and tho size oC the rivers. 
This 


means a heavy rainfall. The rainfall thero 
is nearly duiiHc thut of the northwest. The 
south i= abundantly watered, \\ant of 
moistuie is not likely to nuuoy the people 
there. 
They havo plenty of heat too, and 


heat and moisture together cause a rapid 
decomposition of organic matter. For this 
reason the surface ol' the Poll in the south 
looks as if it were barren, but, as a mat- 
ter of f'ict, it is a warm, quick and re- 
sponsive soil. It is well known, of course, 
that in all tropical or subtropical conn- 
tries tho Foils havo their plant foods ear- 
ned downward by a mechanical action, 
gi% ing the surface a sterile appearance. All 
these things suggest that tlio soil of tho 
south requires moro careful, delicate treat- 
ment than the colder and loss frequently 
moistened soil ot the north. 


Running on One Crop. 


"It is quite common in all of our states 


where producers have limited means," 
continued tho secretary, "to sec much 
more attention paid to ono crop than 
should be. For years past tho wheat 
raisers of tho United States have raised 
too much wheat. At tho present time the 
corn growers aro producing too much 
corn. They have to compete with Uio corn 
growers of all tho world, the market is 
glutted and prices aro brought below tho 
remunerative point. The southern states 
havo this difficulty. 
One thing that lias 


retarded the prosperity of tho south is they 
aro to such agreatcxtent aonocrop people. 
They havo grown cotton, and they con- 
tinue to grow cotton, till tho price is bo- 
low 6 cents a pouud, and at that rate there 
ik no money in it. 


"I found on inquiry that Georgia grows 


every year about 1,300,000 bales of cotton 
and something like (500,000 tons of cotton 
seed. 
Alabama produces about 1.000.00(1 


bales ol cotton and 123,000 tons ot sied. 
Now. le« than 20 per cent of this seed is 
ground up in Alabama and not much 
more in Georgia. Cottonseed meal is the 
most nitrogenous byproduct in the world 
unless it be dried blood. It has a greater 
per cent of nitrogenous matter than oil- 
cake from the ml mills, gluten meal from 
the glucoso factories, bran from the flour 
mill or any other product from any mill. 


Wasted Nitrogen. 


"To ilkiblrate the value of the nitroge- 


nous matter found in cotton let 3110 say 
that during the last fiscal year this coun- 
try shipped, abroad nearly 600,000 head of 
cattle. Now, tbj cottonseed of Georgia and 
Alabama ulone would furnish nitrogenous 
matter to the feed c£ all these cattle. The 
best tiling the people of! th'ecciith could do 
with tho byproduct oC their cotton is to 
fii.il it to cattle for market, mixing it, of 
course, v,itl» proper caibonaLeous nuitt^r 
in theshapcof corn redder. Johnson grass, 
Bermuda gra=i=, cjttonSLOd hulls, opt, 
wheat and rju straw and orhcr such foods. 
But instead o£ doing this the southern 
pcoplo ship thcnr bjproduct and sell it at 
low prices to more enterprising people in 
other sections. 
Tho .New Englander re- 


cuperates Ins weary soil with cotton meal 
from tho south. Tho northwestern farm- 
er buys it for fnIteming his stock. 
The 


English farmer, who lias for centuries 
been searching tht world for just such a 
firtilizcr, imports it aud feeds it to a 
bunch of cattle, not because there is profit 
in the cattle, but lor the sake of enriching 
his soil. Of course it takes time to do all 
thing?, and the people of the south will 
havo to loam. I remember a btory of a 
ti.iveler from America who greatly ad- 
mired a thick, rich lawn which lie saw in 


'• 'How do you grow snch fine grass?' 


no asked the caretaker. 
" 'It is weeding and weeding and ma- 


nuring and manuring Cor 800 years that 
has made this 'ere lawn,' replied tho mall. 


IVogrefae In AJafcania. 


"r^the people of tho south are begin- 


ning nt tho right end and are keenly alive 
to the situation which confronts them. 
They know they must take better care of 
their soils and havo more effective farm- 
ing. The state of Alabama surprised and 
delighted me with the progress they are 
making in agricultural and industrial 
education. At Montgomery and at Hunts- 
villo they have two colleges for colored 
young people whore just theso very things 
are taught. At Tuskegee they have an in- 
stitution in which colored boys and girls 
aro taught the trades a? well as agricul- 
ture. In addition the state is providing for 
a school of agriculture in each congres- 
sional district. I do not believe any other 
state, in t,ho Union is doing as much to- 
ward tho education of its people along 
riieful agricultural lines as Alabama. The 
idueated white men thero are enthusiastic 
in the work of educating tho colored joung 
men and women. They recognize tho fact 
that these are their people, their laboring 
class. 
They will always bo there, as emi- 


gration on any large scale is out of the 
question. 
The people of Alabama aro 


carrying on this work in a manner very 
creditable to them. 


"At Tuskegee, for instance, 700 students 


are being taught to make wagons, to shoe 
horses and lo manage the soil scientifical- 
ly. Theso young people will go out through 
tho south and bring excellent influence to 
bear upon others with whom they come in 
contact. Booker T. Washington, the lead- 
er of this movement, has all the moral 
backing the whites can give him. Phi- 
lanthropists of the north are helping in the 
cause. I am more convinced than I ever 
was before in my lifo that one of the needs 
of this nation is just such work—educa- 
tion of the young men not only in the 
south, but everywhere, in all the sciences 
that relate to agriculture."

period of incubation varies from a fow 
minutes to scver-il years. 


Twn principal types or forms of leprosy 


that are recognized as tho brunt of tho 
disease is determined toward the skin or 
toward the peripheral nervous system. 
The first form is termed tubercular; the 
second, antithetic, or nerve leprosy. 
In 


the first form infiltrations occur in tha 
skin, forming nodules or tubercles, which 
are especially prominent uliout tho fore- 
he.id, cheeks and ears. Later, these nod- 
riles break down, forming ulcerating sores. 
Often they occasion pictures of horrible 
deformity. 
The tubercular form is tho 


most severe and rapidly fatal. 
The aver- 


age duration of life in from live to ton 
yi ars. In tho antithetic form the nutri- 
tion of the skin is interfered witii from 
implication of tho nerves, leading to con- 
traction* and deformities of ihe members. 
Not infrequently there is marked mutila- 
tion from tho sinking in of the nose, the 
loss of the sight, and the dropping off of 
thu fingers and toes, so that only the 
stumps of the hands ami feet remain 
Tn 


this form the course of tho disease is slow- 
er and life may bo prolonged to 10 or 15 
years, or longer. Some patients exhibit 
the characteristics of both forms (mi.xed

A MAD CAPTAIN. 


BT CHAELES B. LEWIS. 


On tbo 3d of October, in tho year I860, 


the British bark Arab loft the mouth OH 
tiio Ganges for a run to Liverpool, and 
that was tho beginning of as strange a 
voyage as a vessel over made. She was a 
small and tidy cralt, carrying a crewol 13 
men, 
and Captain Thomas Johnson had 


sailed her for five years, and was account- 
eel a thorough seaman and reliable in all 
respects. He was then about 10 yc.irs old, 
and there were tow men on laud or sea 
who were his match in strength. A dead 
weight which two sailors could not move 
at all did not seem to call for half his 
muscular powers, and at a pull on a rope 
he could drag any three of his crew across 
the deck. Wo had been lying at Calcutta 
two months before the start lor home, and 
during the last two weeks of this timo the 
captain had been ashore and left thinsa 
entirely to Sir. Samples, the mate. Ho 
came aboard only a few hours before wo 
sailed, and tho four or five men in tlio 
crew uho had sailed with him before no- 
ticed a change in him. He was moody 
and sullen and fault finding, and there 
was a change in his voice, which grated 
harshly. 
Instead of overseeing things, he 


retired to bis cabin, and it was only when 
wo were clear of the river that ho came on 
deck. Then ho had very littla to pay to 
his mates, and his conduct was so unlike 
him that there was a good deal of talk fore 
and aft. 


This was my third voyage in tho Arab. 


I had been entered on the first as cabin boy 
and on the second and third as an appren- 
tice, although I still had certain duties to 
perform in tho cabin. 
I thus saw more of 


the captain than anyone else, and perhaps 
had more speech with him. 
Wo wera 


scarcely out of sight of land before I found 
him weeping. 
An hour later he detained 


me to hear a droll Btory, nnd he I.iughocl 
over tho climax with seeming hcr.rtinoss. 
His sleep was broken at night, und during 
the day ho prowled about like a, caged nui 
mal. I couldn't make him out at all, and 
others wore equally puzzled, nnd wo passed 
three very uncomfortable days and nights 
before anything particular happened to ex- 
plain matters. 


On the morning of tlio fourth day, as 


the men of tho morning watch wore wash- 
ing down the decks and as a large ship 
was approaching us from tho south, Cap 
tain Johnson came on deck only hall 
dressed, and without a word to anyone he 
ran up a, signal of distress with his own 
hands. Then ho ordered sail reduced and 
tho bark brought to tho wind, and when 
Mr Samples asked what was wrong he re- 
ccn ed no reply. 


Tho stranger, who proved to bo an 


American, was brought to thc^viml with- 
in a cable's length of us. and Captain 
Johnson went oil' to hor in u bout. 
Hcs 


(old the American that his mates had 
Ihrentcnccl Ins liic and ho wanted protec- 
tion. Ihe stranger returned with him, 
questioned mates and men and advised 
that tho Arab return to Calcutta. It wa° 
his opinion that Captain Johnson was 
crazy, and a continuance of tho voyage 
would be almost contain to lead to disaster 
The ailvico was good, but the trouble wai 
to follow it. Tho captain of a man-of-war 
could have acted according to his judg- 
ment, but when it caino to the mates tak- 
ing possession cf tho ship and restraining 
their superior oDicer it was a difloront 
case. Unless a court decided that tho cap- 
tain was really intaho such action on their 
part would Itind them in prison. Tho per- 
son of a captain at sea is about as sacred 
in tho eyes of the law as that of a king on 
his tin one. 


\Urilo Captain Johnson did not heat 


what the American proposed, having re- 
tired to his cabin as soon as he returned 
aboard, ho suspected that he was being 
plotted against. lie called mo down to 
him and sjid that the mates intended to 
take his life and then turn the Arab into 
a pirato cn-if t. An old \\ oman had put him 
on his guard vrhen ashore, and ho had pre- 
pared for trouble, lie ordered me to get 
otit a box which was stored in his room, 
and when I had opened is I found that it 
contained sis rovolvcis and a thousand 
cartridges (o lit. By his direction I loaded 
ail the ^capons, and he placed two of them 
in his pocl'cts and s.,id he would kill the 
first man who laid hand on him. We went 
on deck 1ot.*'ther. 
Tho American had re- 


sumed Ins course, while our own emit was 
lying to. The captain took out one of the 
pistols and walked up to Mr. Samples and 
quietly said: 


'' I nm master of this craft. She is bound 


to Liverpool, and to Liverpool sho will go. 
I have my cyo on you find all others, and 
the first move mado against mo will result 
in the death of every man aboard. 
Get 


tho bark on hor course, sir, and say to the 
crew that tho conspiracy i^, discovered and 
my preparations mado to take caro of my- 
self." 


There vrae only ono thing to do—obey. 


The yards were running, the Arab headed 
on her course, and after promenading up 
and down for an hour the captain went 
below and locked himself in his room 
While I watched at Hie companion wuy, the 
mates and two or three of tho oldest me.i 
forward held a conversation. 
While all 


wero agreed that the captain wrs "queer" 
in his conduct, it ^ as also ogixc'd that ha 
could not be interfered with unless his 
actions menaced the safety of ship and 
crew. There was hope that he might grow 
better, and it was understood tbiit ho wag 
not to be interfered with unless he became 
a positive menace. 
Tho neib four or five 


days passed without incident of impor- 
tance. Tho navigation was left entirely to 
Air. Samplep. 
During mo.st of the day 


Captain Johnson stuck to hiscabin, some- 
times sleeping for three or four hours at a 
stretch and again sitting with folded hands 
and gazing into vacancy. At night ho 
would pace tho deck for hours at a time, 
walking viith bent head and stoopefl 
shoulders and seeming to be utterly obliv- 
ious of all surroundings. 
He spoko to no 


cne, and no one addressed nim. Ho ate his 
meals regularly, but did not have mucn 
appetite. O)i the eighth day of tho voyage, 
soon after midday, n British m.ni-of-war 
coming oat of the gulf of Aden hove into 
view, and Captain Johnson ran up j, sig- 
nal of distress and lay to as before. As tho 
stranger came down on us and prepared to 
onswor tho signal, tho Arab w'as suddenly 
headed on her course by order of the crazy 
captain. 


This maneuver excited tho ire a;;d sus- 


picion of the man-of-war, and a gnu was 
fired as a command for ns> to lie Lo. 
No 


heed was given it, and then came another, 
and a third, and then she spread all sail 
In jmrsuit" and- followed' us unti}-midnight 


before giving up the cnase. During 'ttfo 
first hour of the chase Captain Johnson 
chuckled and, laughed and was greatly 
pleased, but by and by he wont to his cab- 
in and threw himself down for a nap. 
Somo of the crew demanded of Mr. Sam- 
ples that ho reduce sail and permit lh» 
bark to bo overhauled and the captain's 
mental condition investigated, but he re- 
fused to take tho chances. 


The ninth and tenth days passed with- 


out incident;. If there was any changm in 
Captain Johnson's condition, it wasior 
the worse. He no longer spoko to mo or 
seemed to notice my presence in the cabin, 
ai.d, though ho sat down to his meals as 
before, he scarcely tasted of them. He nev- 
er went on deck without his pistols, and 
they were always within reach as ho lay 
in his berth or sat at tlio table. 


On the forenoon of the eleventh day we 


sighted a Dutch brig, and the captain ran 
up the signal of distress and stopped her. 
He called for two men to row him aboard, 
and ho took with him four of the six re- 
volvers. As soon as ho was aboard of tho 
stranger lie commanded her crew to go 
below. lie rccoRniml her as a noted pi- 
rate, ho said, and had sworn to capture 
her single handed it' he ever fell in with 
her. lie wa , at first laughed at, but when 
it was realized that ho was in earnest a 
rush was made to disirm him. He at once 
opened liio and killed two men and 
wounded three, and he might have exter- 
minated the ercw luid not one of tho men 
v, ho rowed him aboard resorted to a ruse, 
lie called to the crazy man lhat the Arab 
was making icady to sail away without 
thum, and 1h'^ next moment the captain 
u as down in the boat and urging them to 
row for their Ihcs. It was feared that ho 
might use his weapons as soon as ho got 
aboard, but ho went directly to his cabin, 
washed his hands and combed his hair and 
Bcemed toha\e forgotten that anything 
unusual had occuirocl.

On the northwestern frontier of Xndia,'

In September, 181)3, an enormous bulk 


of rock and earth slid down the mountain 
side into the river, and in October of tho 
same year was another great landslide. 
Tho mountain from which this material 
came down rises'1,000 kct above the bed 
of the stream. The dyji which the ma- 
terial formed across tho "valley was about 
900 feet high and 3,000 feet long as meas- 
ured across tho gorge. 
OI' course tho for- 


mation of this dam would convert tho 
stream above it into a lake, and it was cal- 
culated that when tho water should roach 
the level of the top of the dam it would 
cover an area of about 1 1-3 square miles 
and would contain about 16,030,000,000 
cubic feet of water, about as much water 
as could bo carried in COO, 000 of tho big- 
gett freight trains. 


All ot this was apparent to every one,

This fish is al- 
ways caught with red and line, and tho 
manner of his taking is peculiar. 


The home of the schnapper is in the 


deep sea, generally a considerable distance 
from the shore and ill the immediate 
neighborhood of a shelving reel.

bchnapper fishing may, however, bo had 
from the rocks of the mainland1 or an is- 
land. Every holiday in Sydney there are 
hundreds who go forth to fish for schnap- 
pers.

A WAR CORRESPONDENT'S DEATH IN CUBA. 


THE SAD FATE OF 


MR. FREDERICK R. HUGHES. 


A brief cablegram recently announced 


the death in Havana of Mr. Frederick 
Hughes, an English Avar correspondent. 
The sad story of the fate of the young- 
Englishman remains to be told. It is 
a story that brings more forcibly than 
ever before to the American mind the 
horrors of the Cuban rebellion. 


Mr. Hughes, who had won his spurs 


as artist antl correspondent in conti- 
nental wars, had gone to Cuba as the 
representative 
of London Black and 


White. So highly valued were the serv- 
ices of this voting man that upon re- 
ceipt of the news of his death in Ha- 
vana his paper, Black and White, com- 
mented upon his demise as follows: 
"Mr. Hughes was robbed and beaten 
and left to starve to death by the Span- 
ish soldiery. The death of Mr. Hughes 
under these ghastly conditions forms 
comment sad enough, and this terrible 
Indictment of Spanish folly, Spanish 
ignorance and Spanish cruelty may 
serve to open the eyes ot civilization to 
the pitiable figure cut today by that 
effete power. From General Weylcr to 
the miserable soldiery at his command 
no reasonable being can feel anything 
but heartiest contempt. Spain today 
stands without a soldier worthy of the 
name, v.-iihout a politician able to face 
nnd quell a c ilonial insurrection. Well 
may the strong intervene in such a 
case, and all thinking men will rejoice 
that Spain's fatuous misrule in Cuba 
seems likely soon to cease, and that 
Cuba will hr, vc a chance of showing 
what she is made of. If the endurance 
and pluck of the insurgents may be 
taken as any criterion of what Cuba 
may yet do. none will hesitate to 
prophesy for her prosperity and happi- 
nets." 


The .details of Mr. Hughes' pitiable 


death are now at hand, from an Amer- 
ican correspondent. O. C. Musgrave, 
who writes from Havana as follows: 


"The body of Mr. Hughes I identified 


formally at the morgue last Wednes- 
day. 1 notifu-d the British consul gen- 
eral, but he t.iok no action beyond sim- 
ply acknowledging my letter. His ac- 
tion in relation to all British subjects 
here, except sailors, is very strange, 
and frequently excites comment in this 
small English colony. 
' •'Hughes WPS assaulted nnd robbed of 
nil he had in Pinar del Rio by Spanish 
guerrillas, an 1 asked the consul to as- 
sist him to ret on board an outward 
bound ship. Ho canie to me broken 
hearted, sayii.g the consul general even 
refused to see him. His pride was so 


great that he refused to ask charity, 
and I gave him three centenes ($15) all(^ 
lent him my camera, telling him to se- 
cure itie a few pictures around Havana. 
He told me lie was sleeping in a com- 
fortable house—I afterward 
found it 


was a. dismantled tool house—and I as- 
sured him we would help him to 'hang 
on' until quarantine was removed and 
then assist him to the United States. 


"Being implicated in the escape of 


Miss Cisneros from Recoaidas. 1 was in 
hiding- for a few days, and only by 
chance saw my own death advertised 
in La Lucha. 
Hughes was 
found 


sta.rved to death in Colon park, and 
having some cards of mine on him, the 


book. These, the police say, they have 
not seen, and the camera has also dis- 
appeared, but no doubt both pocket- 
book and machine were abstracted by 
officers en route to the morgue." 


All England is enraged over the treat- 


ment and fate of Mr. Hughes. 
The 


current issue of Black and White, re- 
ceived from London, contains this rath- 
er startling comment: 


"That poor Hughes was robbed of his 


little all, even to his camera, and pri- 
vate letters from those who loved him 
at home, is now clear, and a grave 
charge is at the door of her gracious 
majesty's British consul general in Cu- 
ba. This official, already criticised for 
his treatment of all British subjects, ex-

Assaulted and robbed by the Spanish 
vermin in Pinar del Rio, Mr, Hughes 
sought the representative of his coun- 
try in his extremity, and that official, it 
is stated, not only so far forgot his duty 
to a fellow countryman as to offer no

refused to see him. If to live among 


; the Spaniards is to acquire their brutal 


'• and ignoble manners of treating the 


j poor, the friendless and the suffering, 


[ then let an Englishman of tougher stuff 


I and nobler disposition succeed the pres- 


I erit British consul general in Cuba. 
Let 


the authorities at home IOOK to it and 
make what seems cruel scandal cease." 


The last letter written by Mr. Hughes 


on the condition of affairs in Cuba will 
naturally be of more or less interest. 
Writing from Havana, he says: 


"I am sending you some pictures of 


the Cuban insurgents and also a short 
account of my adventures with them. I 
found that it was not so easy to get 
out of Havana and join the rebels as I 
thought. I had to pass as a buyer of 
fruit and get a 'permit' 
to visit 


a pineapple farm about In miles from 
Havana. On the way I secured a photo 
of the armed train and a body of Span- 
ish guerrillas. The insurgents, who had 
been warned to look out for me, made a 
raid on the farm that night, and I was 
taken a prisoner into the bush. I in- 
close a photo of the farm and the 40 
rebels by whom I was taken. 
They 


formed part of the force under the com- 
mand of General Rovera. I found that, 
owing to the want of food, the insur- 
gents were obliged to break up into 
small bands of 50 or 100, and I was sent 
on from band to band, as chance serv- 
ed. At San Cristobal I was witness 
of a most extraordinary and amusing 
scene. They were trying to piill down 
the church tower and had made ropes 
fast to the top of it and had bound 20 
yoke of oxen to the ropes. They started 
them off at a run, expecting the jerk 
to bring the tower clown, but it was too 
strong, and instead the three hindmost 
yoke of oxen were jerked by the tight- 
ening of the ropes into midair, where 
they hung swinging by the horns and 
kicking in a most desperate manner. 


"1 was with a force of 400 rebels 


when we were attacked by the govern- 
ment troops in a dense wood of pines 
and palms. 
We were fighting all day 


and lost 22 men. I'do not know what 
were the Spanish losses, but they must 
have been considerable. 
I know they 


gained nothing. 


"Wherever the insurgents meet the 


government 
troops in even numbers 


they are always victorious. The rebels 
have now overrun the whole .of the 
country, and a few big towns are all 
that remain to Spain. The army which 
has accomplished this is a curiosity. 
The Spanish have had men enough, well 
enough equipped and well enough post- 
ed to have swept the ragged and ill 
armed rebels from off the face of the 
earth. Their horses are poor, starved 
frames of beasts, tied on to their car- 
riages and 
ammunition 
trains with 


odds and ends of rope and strips of 
rawhide. 
They look like a. congrega- 


tion of all the crippled California im- 
migrant trains that ever escaped from 
the desert out of the clutches of the 
•rampaging Comanche Indians. The men 


i are ill dressed*, ill equipped and ill pro- 
vided, a set of ragamuffins that a man 
is ashamed to be seen among. 


"In other wars, men have'fought with 


men, and women have suffered indi- 


rectly, because the men were killed, but 
in this war it is the women herded to- 
gether in the towns like cattle who are 
dying. Spain cannot shut her eyes and 
say that 'war is war,' that 'all -war i3 


starved Into submission. Thousands of 
human beings are now herded together 
around the seaport towns of Cuba. 
They cannot be fed, they have no doc- 
tors to care for them, they perish hor- 
ribly by hundreds of sickness and star- 
vation. I have been shown babies with 
the skin drawn so tightly over their 
little bodies that the bones 
showed 


through as plainly as the fingers under 
a glove. It is a terrible situation and

kang-aroo all furnish material. Almost 
everything: in the way of fur may be 
used for boas and muffs. 
There are 


some odd skins from the czar's domin- 
ions used in trimmings an... linings, the 
Russian hamster, a kind of marmot, 
yellowish brown of color, with the un- 
der part black, and the Siberian squir- 
rel, gray, with white belly. There are 
also furs used in trimming-, such as 
the skins of the wolverine, of a rich light 
brown: the slon.i mnnen, bluish brown:

It has been on exhibition in a window 


in San Francisco, and the size of the 
basket attracts hundreds to look at it. 
It looks almost grotesque at the first 
glance, but that is of course due to the 
fact that we are not used to seeing an 
Indian basket of that size. 


This basket is of what is known as 


the "tee" weave, which is the most.in- 
tricate of all the many kinds of weav- 
ing done by the Indians. 
Fine reeds 


run through the basket from top to bot- 
tom, and around them are woven the 
straws, or rather the strands, of fiber, of 
which the basket 
is composed. 
In 


among these are woven the different 
colored straws that go t'j make up the 
pattern. Each of the straws is put in 
its place as tight as the cotton In a 
piece of felt, and the pattern is as plain- 
ly marked as if it were painted. 
In 


shape the basket is somewhat like a 
globe, with the exception that the upper 
half extends outward a little. That por- 
tion of the work, however, is not excep- 
tional. It 'is the enormous size ot the 
basket that makes it unusual. 


This basket was made by a Poino. In- 


dian woman in the village near Ukiah, 


and the work consumed almost two 
years. It was commenced in November, 
1895, and finished only recently. 
Poor 


woman, when she started to make the 
basket she intended to eclipse all the 
previous efforts of the members of her 
tribe, but she never considered just how 
big the basket really was to be. Possi- 
bly she did not think it worth consider- 
ing, 
but when she ca.me to remove it 


her difficulties commenced, for it was 
found that the basket was too large to 
be taken out of the house by any of the 
exits. What was to be done? 


At last the problem was solved by the 


present purchaser paying enough for the 
basket to make it profitable for the wo- 
man to tear her house down. This was 
done, and the basket was soon on its 
way to San Francisco. 
The woman 


realized enough on it to ena.blc her to 
iive in affluence the rest of her days, 
and she is now looked up to as the mil- 
lionaire of her tribe. Her basket is the 
largest ever made of its kind, and the 
chances are it is the largest that ever 
will be made. 
MICE FOR 


VIVISECTION. 


Paris contains a woman who follows 


an occupation which probably enjoys 
the distinction of being the only one of 
its kind in the world. Her livelihood is 
gained by breeding mice and selling 
them to physicians and medical col- 
leges for the purpose of vivisection. 
Mine. Alexandre is her name, and she 
has been in this, business nearly \l 
years. Her clients include all the lead- 
ing specialists of Europe, Richet and 
Cantemesse 
of the 
gay 
metropolis 


among them. She insists on each of 
her customers making a contract to 
take so many of the little animals each 
year before she will do any business 
with them. Madame is never short of 
mice. At present she has about 1,000 
on hand, and as these animals multiply 
ve'ry rapidly she will have double that 
number in an incredibly short time. 
She also keeps rabbits and guinea pigs, 
but mice are her specialty. Her iirstcus- 
tomers were the Pasteur institute, the 
municipal laboratory and several other 
such places. She has hardly any com- 
petitors, a.nd she has more orders than 
she can well fill. She feeds her mice 
exclusively on bread and milk. 
Her 


clients insist that the animals must be 
white and plump, and she finds this 
diet the best for them. When they are 
three months old, they are ready for 
the doctors, and she seldom has any on 
hand after that age. She disposes of 
these hapless victims not only to her 
regular clients in Paris, but also to sev- 
eral persons in London and Geneva. 
The mice a.re well able to stand a long 
journey, and they are as fresh when 
they arrive in London asx they were 
when they left Paris. 


Mme. A.lexa.ndre has kept her calling 


a secret all these years, for the reason 
that there are many persons in Paris 
who would only be too glad to make 
the doctors a present of all the rodents 
they might 
want. 
The physicians, 


however, know what they are about. 
They want mica, but they don't want 
ordinary, everyday mice. 
Only cul- 


tured, well fed, dainty mice will suit 
them, and they have given the contract 
to Mmc. Alexandre because they know 
that she is the only person in Paris 
who cun supply on demand any number 
of such' desirable animals. 


THE EXPLORATION 


OF BAFF1NLAND. 


That Baffinland Is the third largest 


island in the-world; that it contains 
vast herds of reindeer; that it is a land 
of great lakes and also of great rivers, 
are some of the discoveries made by 
Dr. Bell of the Canadian geological sur- 
vey during the past summer. The doc- 
tor was a member of the Diana expedi- 
tion, sent to explore the navigability 
of Hudson strait, and 
having- per- 


formed his part of the work in the 
strait and BafTinland he returned to 
Ottawa from St. Johns, N. F., whither 
the Diana carried him on her last call 
there for coal. 


Dr. Bell says the northern shore of 


Hudson strait corresponds with the 
southern coast of: Baflinland. What is 
now found to be one gieat island, to 
which this name has been given, was 
formerly thought to be divided by chan- 
nels or sounds into several islands. It 
Is by far the largest island in the Do- 
minion, and is only inferior in extent 
to Australia and Greenland, so that it 
ranks as the third largest island in the 
world. It lies-northwest and southeast

The circulating petitions 
recently in ward 1, for an increase of the 
salary of mayor from $1,000 to ?8,000, with 
the knowledge of Mr. Hamer, leads one to 
believe that they are not acting from 
purely disinterested principles.

Mr. Hamer said, November 25, 1897:
